Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con¬ 
sideration  my  Report  for  the  year  1967  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

So  far  as  infectious  diseases  were  concerned,  it  was  again 
a  relatively  quiet  year  except  for  Measles,  of  which  there  were 
586  cases  ;  most  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  (344)  and  second 
quarter  (225).  About  one  half  of  these  cases  of  Measles  occurred 
in  the  5 — 9  year  old  age  group.  Sixteen  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  were  notified. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  I  have  to  report  that 
one  death  took  place  under  the  heading,  “  Pregnancy,  Childbirth, 
Abortion.”  This  was  due  to  a  ruptured  ectopic  pregnancy. 

There  was  no  further  news  during  the  year  of  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board’s  proposals  to  erect  a  power  station 
in  or  near  the  Wyke  Regis  area  of  the  Borough.  Meanwhile,  our 
two  recording  stations  to  measure  background  atmospheric  pol¬ 
lution  have  been  maintained. 

A  well-attended  Sessional  Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Health  was  held  in  the  Pavilion  Ballroom  during  November.  An 
excellent  paper  which  was  very  well  received  was  given  by  the 
Deputy  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  R.  G.  Silman  on  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

Early  in  1968  the  deaths  occurred  of  two  widely  known  and 
highly  respected  public  figures.  —  Honorary  Aldermen  Albert 
Biles,  O.B.E.,  C.S.J.  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Wootton,  M.A.  Both 
had  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  the  fields  of  Public  Health  and  Education. 

As  is  usual,  the  report  deals  with  the  many  activities  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  under  the  able  and  energetic  direction 
of  Mr.  H.  Handscomb,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  whom 
I  am  most  grateful  for  his  help  in  compiling  this  annual  record 
of  work  done  to  promote  the  health  of  the  community. 
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I  am  again  happy  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co¬ 
operation  in  the  work  of  the  Department  afforded  by  my  profes¬ 
sional  colleagues  in  practice  in  the  Borough. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Town 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  and,  in  particular, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support.  I  am  also  most  grateful  to  my  fellow  officials  and  the 
Health  Department  staff  for  their  unfailing  assistance  throughout 
the  year.

The  standardised  birth  rate  of  15.67  was  lower  than  that  of 
the  previous  year  15.81. 


Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  505 — 253  males  and  252 
females,  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  11.97  per  thousand  popula¬ 
tion.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor,  the  standardised 
death  rate  is  found  to  be  10.29.  (The  Comparability  Factor  is 
worked  out  for  each  district  by  the  Registrar  General.  Its 
object  is  to  level  out  differences  in  the  age  and  sex  constitution 
of  the  population  of  the  various  districts  and  has  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential 
institution  in  the  area.  When  the  local  crude  death  rate  is 
multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor  it  is 
comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with 
the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.) 


Immunisation 

Protection  of  the  appropriate  age  groups  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council  as  Local  Health 
Authority. 

The  number  of  schoolchildren  in  South  Dorset  who  have 
been  given  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  and  Poliomye¬ 
litis  remain  high.  Of  those  examined  in  1967,  98.6%  had  been 
protected  against  Diphtheria',  97.3%  against  Tetanus,  and  94.5% 
against  Poliomyelitis. 


Superannuation 

During  the  year  39  persons  were  medically  examined  as  to 
their  fitness  for  inclusion  in  the  Council’s  Superannuation 
Scheme. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Dorchester,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  T.  V.  Cooper,  and  the  separate  Public  Health  Laboratory 
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there,  under  Dr.  G.  H.  Tee,  have  given  every  possible  assistance 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  their  ready  co-opera¬ 
tion  at  all  times  has  been  very  much  appreciated. 


INFESTATION 

Scabies  and  Head  Infestation

VERMINOUS  PERSONS 


As  it  is  desirable  that  arrangements  for  dealing  with  ver¬ 
minous  persons  should  be  carried  out  with  a  minimum  of  delay, 
the  Town  Council  in  June,  1953,  delegated  their  powers  and 
duties  under  Section  85  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  including 
the  institution  of  legal  proceedings,  to  a  special  committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  one  other  member 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  use  these  powers  during  the  year. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

Verminous  premises  are  treated  with  liquid  and  powder  insec¬ 
ticides,  and,  where  necessary,  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding 
are  treated  in  the  Department’s  steam  disinfector  plant. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Health  Centre  for  personal 
cleansing  and  as  far  as  possible  the  treatment  of  persons,  their 
clothing  and  premises,  is  carried  out  simultaneously. 

Fifty- three  premises  were  disinfested  during  1967.  The 
infestations  were  minor  in  character  and  were  generally  elimin¬ 
ated  after  one  thorough  treatment. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  Council’s  policy  to  carry  out 
disinfestation  free  of  charge  when  occupiers  call  on  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  advice.  I  am  quite  certain  that  this  policy  has  been 
justified  as  the  number  of  infestations  occurring  in  a  Borough  of 
this  size  is  comparatively  small.

DISINFECTOR  STATION 

The  Health  Department’s  Manlove  and  Alliott  steam  disin¬ 
fector  plant  was  modernised  in  1960  and  repairs  were  carried 
out  to  the  steam  raising  boiler  during  the  summer  of  1967. 

During  the  year  29  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  were 
disinfected  and  90  library  books  received  Formaldehyde  disinfec¬ 
tion. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year.  It  was, 
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however,  necessary  to  make  ten  visits  in  connection  with  suspec¬ 
ted  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  were  not  confirmed. 


HUMANE  KILLER  FOR  CATS 

The  Department  has  the  use  of  apparatus  supplied  by  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  for  the 
humane  disposal  of  small  animals. 

I  must  once  again  th:nk  the  Society  for  their  continued  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Health  Department  in  connection  with  this 
work. 

During  the  year  47  cats  were  dealt  with. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

The  number  of  inspections  of  Pet  Shops  carried  out  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  was 
five.  Three  applications  for  renewal  of  licence  were  received 
during  the  year  and  all  were  granted  subject  to  appropriate  con¬ 
ditions  relating  to  the  humane  treatment  of  animals. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  —  SECTION  47 

Under  this  Act  and  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951,  the  Town  Council  is  empowered  to  take  steps  to 
secure  the  removal  to  suitable  accommodation  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  nine  cases  were  dealt  with  but  it  was 
not  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  to  enforce  removal  of 
any  of  them  to  Part  III  accommodation  (County  Council  Homes). 
All  were  provided  with  Home  Help  and  were  visited  regularly 
by  Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  Dorset  County  Council’s  Home  Help  Service  once 
again  proved  of  tremendous  value  throughout  the  year.  Almost 
all  old  people  wish  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  in  many 
cases  this  would  not  be  possible  without  the  Home  Help  Ser¬ 
vice.  In  this  connection  I  must  make  special  mention  of  the 
excellent  work  carried  out  by  Mrs.  M.  C.  Brawley,  the  Home 
Help  Organiser,  for  the  smooth  running  of  this  efficient  service.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  Weymouth 
Waterworks  Company  from  springs  at  Empool  and  Sutton 
Poyntz.  The  water  is  fairly  hard  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Chemi¬ 
cal  Analysis  printed  below. 

Both  quality  and  quantity  of  the  supply  were  satisfactorily 
maintained  throughout  the  year  and  no  outbreaks  of  illness 
which  could  be  attributed  to  water  have  occurred. 

In  November  the  Ministry  of  Health  drew  the  attention  of 
all  Local  Authorities  to  the  danger  of  lead  poisoning  in  areas 
where  water  supplies  are  plumbo-solvent.  Weymouth  Water¬ 
works  Company  then  carried  out  a  special  investigation  into  the 
plumbo-solvency  of  local  water  supplies  and  results  confirmed 
that  local  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

Once  again  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  the  Weymouth  Waterworks  Company,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Barrey,  B.Sc.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.W.E.,  for  the  very  close  co¬ 
operation  which  continued  between  the  Company  and  the  Health 
Department  throughout  the  year.

WATER  STANDPIPES 


All  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Waterworks  Comnany’s  mains.  There  are  no  houses  in  the 
Borough  supplied  by  water  standpipes. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough. 

Three  schools  have  onen-air  baths  for  the  use  of  children 
attending  the  schools,  and  routine  samnling  of  the  water  is  car¬ 
ried  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  Dorset  County  Council. 
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Two  hotels  have  open-air  baths — one  built  in  1960  and  the 
second  during  1967.  Both  have  continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  plants. 

Advice  on  water  treatment  was  sought  by  the  owner  of  a 
newly  constructed  swimming  pool  and  the  owner  of  a  collapsible 
pool.  Several  visits  were  made  to  these  pools  in  this  connection. 
During  the  year  29  visits  in  all  were  made  to  swimming  pools 
to  check  the  efficiency  of  water  treatment. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

1.  Preston  Drainage  Scheme 

The  Preston  drainage  scheme  was  completed  in  1957  and 
by  the  end  of  1967  a  total  of  607  pre-war  houses  in  the  Preston 
drainage  area  had  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  number 
connected  during  the  year  was  12. 

During  1967  a  considerable  amount  of  housing  development 
in  the  Borough  took  place  in  the  Preston  area  and  all  new  houses 
built  there  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  the  unsatisfactory  drainage  arrange¬ 
ments  in  Puddledock  Lane  and  Seven  Acres  Road.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  sewerage  schemes  for  both  areas  were  completed 
in  the  early  part  of  1968. 

2.  Surcharging  of  the  Sewers 

For  a  number  of  years  I  have  reported  on  the  problem  of 
surcharging  of  the  sewers  which  occurs  in  the  following  areas  : 

Roman  Road 
Roman  Close 
Coronation  Crescent 
The  Meadows,  Radipole 
The  Rectory,  Radipole 
Marsh  Road 
Weston  Road 
Springfield,  Broadwey 
Littlemead,  Broadwey 

The  Town  Council  has  for  some  years  now  refused  permis¬ 
sion  for  development  of  land  in  areas  where  the  sewers,  particu¬ 
larly  the  Upwey  trunk  sewer,  are  liable  to  surcharging.  This 
decision  was  challenged  in  the  course  of  an  appeal  against  the 
Corporation’s  refusal  to  allow  development  in  Littlemoor  Road 
in  January,  1964.  The  Minister  dismissed  the  appeal  and  agreed 
that  no  development  should  be  allowed  within  the  areas  subject 
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to  surcharging  until  the  necessary  remedial  works  had  been 
carried  out  to  the  sewers. 

The  Borough  Engineer’s  comments  on  the  position  as  at 
30th  April,  1968  are  as  follows  : — 

“(a)  Coronation  Crescent/Roman  Road  Area 

Work  on  this  scheme  has  been  completed  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  one  short  length  of  sewer,  the  ultimate  line 
of  which  is  proving  difficult.  Negotiations  are  proceed¬ 
ing, 

(b)  Marsh  Road  Area 

The  report  of  the  Consultants  has  been  received  and  has 
been  considered  by  the  Street  and  Works  Committee. 
The  Committee  has  instructed  the  Consultants  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  detailed  estimates  of  cost  and  proposals  for 
phasing  the  somewhat  extensive  works  involved.  Loan 
Sanction  is  still  awaited  for  the  Weston  Road  Scheme. 

(c)  Brcadwey  Area  and  Radi  pole 

Whilst  only  a  little  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year,  on  investigations  into  this  area,  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  work  is  now  proceeding  satisfactorily.” 


3.  Houses  not  yet  connected  to  the  sewer 

In  March,  1965,  the  Council  considered  a  detailed  report 
from  the  Borough  Engineer  on  the  subject  of  drainage  of  all 
properties  within  the  Borough  not  then  connected  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  main  sewers  and,  although  I  reported  the  decision  of  the 
Town  Council  in  my  previous  Annual  Report,  the  matter  is  so 
important  that  I  am  again  reprinting  the  Council’s  decision  : — 

1.  That  the  Council  approve,  as  a  matter  of  policy,  the 
carrying  out  of  main  drainage  schemes  at  the  Corporation’s 
expense  in  the  areas  referred  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  which  are  developed  and  where  the  estimated  cost 
does  not  exceed  £300  per  property. 

2.  That  the  question  of  dealing  with  those  areas  where 
the  cost  per  property  to  be  served  exceeds  £300  but  does 
not  exceed  £500  be  deferred  for  the  time  being. 

3.  That  the  necessary  action  be  taken  forthwith  for  the 
preparation  of  schemes,  acceptance  of  tenders  and  applica¬ 
tions  for  requisite  loan  consent  for  the  schemes  dealing  with 
(a)  Mayfield  Close  and  Radipole  Lane  and  (b)  Camp  Road 
in  that  order. 
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4.  Thst  schemes  be  prepared  for  the  remaining  areas 
covered  by  recommendation  (1)  in  order  of  priority  to  be 
decided  by  this  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

5.  That  the  Health  Committee  be  requested  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  owners  of  those  properties  which  are  situated  within 
100  feet  of  a  public  sewer  but  which  are  not  connected  there¬ 
to  with  a  view  to  early  action  being  taken  for  connecting 
such  properties  to  the  sewer. 

6.  That  previous  resolutions  of  the  Council  be  varied  so 
far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  the  above  recommendations. 

4.  Drainage  of  Nos.  72-86  Camp  Road  (Even  Numbers) 

This  is  another  drainage  problem  on  which  I  have  reported 
in  detail  over  many  years.  Last  year  I  mentioned  that  Loan 
Sanction  had  been  received  for  the  scheme  and  the  Borough 
Engineer  informs  me  that  work  has  now  been  completed  and  all 
houses  re-drained  to  the  new  sewer. 

5.  Drainage  of  Properties  at  Nottington 

Towards  the  end  of  1959  I  made  a  comprehensive  report  to 
the  Health  Committee  on  the  drainage  of  houses  in  Nottington 
Village.  Main  drainage  is  not  available  to  the  majority  of  these 
houses  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Street  and  Works 
Committee  for  consideration.  This  problem  is,  of  course, 
covered  by  the  Town  Council’s  decision  mentioned  in  paragraph 
(3)  above  and  the  scheme  will  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with 
the  priority  to  be  approved. 

The  Borough  Engineer’s  comments  on  the  position  as  at  30th 
April,  1968  are  as  follows  : — 

“  You  will  recall  that  Nottington  drainage  Las  been  allocated 
priority  groups  7  and  8  in  the  recently  approved  list.  I  hope 
that  preparation  of  schemes  will  begin  later  this  year.” 

6.  Conversion  to  Main  Drainage 

During  the  year  28  cesspools,  4  pail  closets  and  3  other  un¬ 
satisfactory  forms  of  conservancy  were  done  away  with  when 
37  houses  were  redrained  to  the  Corporation’s  main  drainage 
system. 

7.  Drainage  —  Supervision  and  Testing 

During  the  year  2,449  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
the  drainage  of  new  and  existing  houses. 
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8.  Drainage 

In  concluding  this  section  of  my  Report,  I  wish  to  stress 
the  vital  importance  of  two  services  which  I  consider  to  be 
essential  in  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy  community. 

(1)  A  pure  and  wholesome  water  supply, 

(2)  An  adequate  sewerage  system  for  the  safe  disposal  of 
execreta. 

We  have  been  fortunate  over  the  years  in  maintaining  a 
very  sound  liaison  with  the  Weymouth  Waterworks  Company, 
and  I  hope  that  this  will  continue  when  the  Dorset  Water  Board 
takes  over  this  function  in  the  near  future. 

One  cannot,  however,  adopt  a  complacent  attitude  about 
the  efficiency  of  our  sewerage  system,  which  is  grossly  overloaded 
in  several  areas  of  the  Borough.  There  is  an  ever  increasing 
tendency  to  tarmacadam  or  concrete  over  front  gardens  (and 
some  times  even  back  gardens)  to  provide  parking  spaces  for 
cars.  This  means  that  rain  is  not  able  to  percolate  naturally 
through  the  soil,  but  flows  on  to  the  roads  and  into  the  street 
gulleys,  thereby  overloading  the  sewers  which  are  mostly  of  the 
combined  storm  water  and  foul  sewage  type. 

HOUSING

Progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  and  details 
of  this  work  are  contained  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

There  are  no  large  Clearance  Areas  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
Borough,  but  as  can  be  seen  from  this  Report,  a  number  of 
individual  unfit  houses  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
every  year  and  are  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.

HOUSING  ACT,  1964 

The  most  important  provisions  as  far  as  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  concerned  are  those  which  permit  the  local  authority 
some  compulsory  powers  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of 
tenanted  houses  not  provided  with  the  “  standard  amenities,” 
i.e.  a  fixed  bath,  wash-hand  basin,  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  to 
the  wash-hand  basin,  bath  and  sink,  an  indoor  water  closet  and 
satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

By  the  end  of  1967  some  480  applications  for  improvement 
grants  had  been  approved  but  this  comparatively  small  number 
granted  over  the  past  eight  years  indicates  that  little  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  improvement  grants  scheme. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  a  local 
authority  may  declare  an  improvement  area  and  subsequently 
serve  improvement  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  the  stan¬ 
dard  amenities. 


APPLICATIONS  FOR  RE-HOUSING 


The  Department  dealt  with  a  considerable  number  of  claims 
by  applicants  for  priority  recommendations  on  grounds  of  over¬ 
crowding  or  ill  health.  This  involved  279  visits  during  1967. 

The  Housing  Allocation  Sub-Committee  has  a  rule  that 
applicants  must  be  registered  with  the  Council  for  a  minimum 
period  of  18  months  before  they  can  be  considered  for  re-housing 
and  many  applications  dealt  with  during  the  year  could  not  be 
considered  as  they  did  not  comply  with  this  requirement. 

The  Health  Department  continued  to  work  in  close  co-oper¬ 
ation  with  the  Borough  Treasurer  who  is  responsible  for  admin¬ 
istration  in  connection  with  houses  owned  by  the  Town  Council. 
Each  applicant  who  calls  at  the  Health  Department  is  given  a 
sympathetic  hearing,  a  report  is  prepared  following  a  home 
visit,  and  a  departmental  discussion  is  held  to  assess  the  real 
need  in  each  case. 
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The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  attends  each  meeting 
of  the  Housing  Allocation  Sub-Committee  to  present  the  De¬ 
partment’s  views  on  applications  which  claim  special  consider¬ 
ation  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health  or  overcrowding. 


Re-housing  of  Elderly  Persons 


No  new  properties  were  completed  during  1967  but  a  num¬ 
ber  of  elderly  people  were  rehoused  in  properties  which  became 
vacant  during  the  year.  The  town  Council  now  has  54  special 
bungalows  or  flats  for  elderly  persons  under  the  supervision  of 
resident  wardens,  and  101  bungalows  and  39  flats  for  elderly 
persons.

MOSQUITO  AND  MIDGE  CONTROL 

1.  Radipole  Lake 

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  customary  to  introduce 
seawater  into  Radipole  Lake  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  in 
order  to  increase  the  salinity  of  the  water  and  so  reduce  the 
breeding  of  the  Chironomus  midge.  This  procedure  was  carried 
out  again  at  the  beginning  of  1967.  The  usual  routine  checks 
were  made  along  the  eastern  and  western  borders  of  the  lake 
during  the  mosquito  season  but  at  no  time  was  there  any  evi¬ 
dence  of  widespread  mosquito  breeding.  The  nuisance  caused  by 
the  Chironomus  midge  was  not  so  bad  as  in  previous  years 
although  a  few  complaints  were  received.  Unfortunately,  no 
really  effective  measures  have  yet  been  found  for  the  complete 
eradication  of  this  nuisance. 

2.  Lodmoor 

Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  1967  in  the  area 
near  the  main  Pumping  Station. 

Each  year  I  give  a,  reminder  that  mosquito  breeding  on  a 
reducing  scale  will  continue  on  Lodmoor  for  many  years  and  the 
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Corporation’s  policy  of  control  by  drainage  and  land  reclamation 
provides  the  only  solution  to  this  problem.  Tipping  is  being 
carried  out  in  the  particularly  marshy  areas  and  this  land  recla¬ 
mation  should  in  a  few  years’  time  result  in  a  lessening  of  mos¬ 
quito  nuisance  in  this  part  of  the  Borough. 


CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 


Since  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develonment  Act, 

X  7 

1960  came  into  operation,  the  Town  Council  has  issued  twelve 
caravan  site  licences  which  permit  the  holiday  use  of  2,304  cara¬ 
vans  within  the  Borough. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  few  sites  had  not  been  granted  com¬ 
pletion  certificates  for  the  reason  that  they  had  not  completed 
their  tree  planting  programmes.  Throughout  the  year  the  County 
Tree  Consultant  gave  advice  to  the  licensees  on  this  matter  and 
again  we  are  most  grateful  for  his  valuable  help. 

Regular  inspections  of  caravan  sites  were  carried  out — 
mainly  during  the  summer  months — and  totalled  236.  All  sites 
were  maintained  to  a  good  standard  and  I  thank  licensees  for 
their  ready  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department  through¬ 
out  the  season. 

Three  contraventions  of  Section  1  of  the  Act  were  reported. 
These  were  in  respect  of  the  letting  of  single  caravans  in  the 
gardens  of  private  houses  and  were  dealt  with  by  way  of  warning 
letters.  A  number  of  applications  to  site  caravans  in  excess  of 
22  ft.  in  length  were  granted  during  the  year  and  in  each  case 
it  was  possible  to  site  them  without  contravening  the  condition 
requiring  caravans  to  be  a  minimum  distance  of  20ft.  apart. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  it  had  been  noted  that  a  few 
licensees  had  been  allowing  the  admission  of  over-sized  caravans 
and  structures  without  first  obtaining  the  Town  Council’s  per¬ 
mission  and  so  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  licensees  drawing  their 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  complying  fully  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  their  licences. 

Once  again  problems  arose  with  touring  caravans  parked  on 
Corporation  land  including  car  parks.  This  type  of  holiday 
maker  usually  has  no  regard  for  any  public  health  requirements 
as  the  land  he  chooses  invariably  has  no  water  supply  or  sanitary 
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facilities.  For  this  reason  it  was  again  necessary  for  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  to  fence  off  parts  of  Lodmoor  to  prevent  access  by  un' 
authorised  persons  with  caravans  and  tents. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  the  Health  Committee  considered 
a  letter  from  one  licensee  on  the  subject  of  sites  for  touring 
caravans.  The  Health  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  there 
was  a  need  for  such  a  site  and  a  sub-committee  was  formed  to 
discuss  the  proposal  with  the  licensee  but  this  meeting  had  not 
taken  place  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Tented  camping  was  again  carried  out  on  land  adjacent  to 
two  licensed  caravan  sites  within  the  Borough  for  a  maximum 
period  of  60  days,  as  provided  in  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  that  five  caravans  had  been 
stationed  in  the  grounds  of  an  hotel  and  the  owners  failed  to 
remove  them  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Town  Council.  Legal 
proceedings  were  taken  against  the  firm  concerned  which  was 
granted  an  absolute  discharge  on  payment  of  the  advocate’s 
fee  of  five  guineas. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955— SECTION  83— FOOD  AND 
DRUGS  AUTHORITIES 

The  Borough  of  Weymouth  became  a  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  on  the  1st  April,  1964. 

As  from  that  date  the  Town  Council  has  co-operated  in  the 
joint  local  authority  scheme  under  the  direction  of  the  Public 
Analyst  of  the  City  of  Southampton.  Constituent  authorities 
are — the  City  of  Southampton,  the  County  Borough  of  Bourne¬ 
mouth  and  the  Boroughs  of  Poole,  Winchester  and  Weymouth. 
The  scheme  has  operated  very  efficiently  throughout  the  year 
and  I  am  grateful  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  H.  Dedicoat, 
F.R.I.C.,  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  S.  L.  Kidman,  F.R.I.C.,  for  their 
advice  and  assistance  to  the  Department  throughout  the  year. 

Sampling 

Thirty-seven  samples  of  milk  were  subjected  to  the  Gerber 
Test  by  the  Department’s  Officers.

FOREIGN  BODIES  IN  FOOD 

Thirty-four  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  food,  sometimes  due  to  the  presence 
of  foreign  bodies.  Each  complaint  was  followed  up  by  a  visit 
to  the  shop  concerned  and  in  a  number  of  cases  it  was  found 
that  foreign  bodies  had  found  their  way  into  the  food  at  the 
factory  of  origin. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  two  cases  as  follows: — 

1.  Metal  scoop  in  tart — Defendant  fined  £5  and  5  guineas 
costs. 

2.  Cigarette-end  in  loaf — Defendant  fined  £10  and  5 
guinea  costs. 

The  Committee  authorised  legal  proceedings  in  two  other 
cases  but  these  had  not  been  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Warning  letters  were  sent  to  manufacturers  or  retailers  in 
five  instances.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

During  1967  770  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises. 
Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  co-operation  from  owners 
and  employees  in  the  catering  industry  was  extremely  good  and 
the  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  Borough  continues  to  im¬ 
prove.

The  registration  of  premises  for  the  preparation  of  potted, 
etc.,  foods  is  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  Weymoutn 
and  Melcombe  Regis  (Food)  Declaration,  1961  (S.I.  1961,  No. 
1390).  There  are  27  premises  registered  in  the  Borough  for  the 
preparation  of  potted,  etc.,  foods. 

Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  Bor¬ 
ough. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

All  unsound  food  is  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  Controlled  Tip. 

It  was  necessary,  however,  to  serve  65  informal  notices  in 
respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
These  notices  covered  1 13  items  but  the  majority  had  been  reme¬ 
died  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Feed  Hygiene  —  Educational  Activity 

There  is  no  Clean  Food  Guild  in  operation  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  addressed 
a  number  of  local  organisations  on  the  work  of  the  Health  De¬ 
partment,  with  special  emphasis  on  food  hygiene.

ICE-CREAM 


The  number  of  inspections  made  of  premises  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  manufactured,  stored  or  on  sale  to  the  public  was  233 
— an  increase  of  49  on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  ice-cream  samples  taken  was  53  and  87%  of 
these  were  satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  222  premises  were  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  Borough.  This  number  in¬ 
cludes  three  premises  where  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  quan¬ 
tity  and  7  premises  where  soft  ice-cream  machines  are  in  use. 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959 

These  Regulations  require  ingredients  used  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ice-cream  to  be  pasteurised  by  one  of  the  three  speci¬ 
fied  methods  of  sterilisation  and  then  kept  at  a  low  temperature 
until  the  freezing  has  begun. 

During  the  year  routine  visits  were  made  to  all  premises  in 
the  Borough  where  ice-cream  is  manufactured  and  I  am  pleased 
to  record  that  all  premises  maintained  a  very  good  standard  of 
hygiene.

MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  responsibility  for  registration  of  dairy  farms  and  farmers 
and  the  supervision  of  milk  production  at  farms  remained  with 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  except  in  so  far 
as  the  Regulations  relate  to  diseases  communicable  to  man. 

The  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  issue  of  Dealers’ 
Licences  and  taking  routine  milk  samples.  In  view  of  the  County 
Health  Department’s  duties  in  connection  with  other  aspects  of 
milk  sampling  within  the  area,  it  was  agreed  that  they  should 
continue  to  take  our  routine  milk  samples  and,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  321  such  samples  had  been  taken. 
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Brucellai  Abortus 

100  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  in  the  Borough  by  the 
County  Health  Department  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
brucella  abortus.  All  samples  were  negative. 

I  am  once  again  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Department  for 
their  co-operation  in  this  work  which  is  yet  another  indication  of 
the  happy  relationship  which  exists  between  the  two  Health 
Departments.

Although  no  cattle  are  slaughtered  in  the  Borough,  The 
Cold  Store  owned  by  Messrs.  Cosens  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  West 
Street,  Weymouth,  was  used  by  slaughterhouses  outside  the 
Borough  for  the  refrigeration  of  any  infested  carcases. 
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During  1967  9  carcases  were  sent  to  the  cold  store  for 
treatment.

Registration  and  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  510,  a  reduction  of  88  on  the  figure  for  last  year.  This 
reduction  in  the  number  of  premises,  particularly  of  offices,  is 
mainly  due  to  a  re-classification  of  the  groups  as  laid  down  in  L.A. 
Circular  5  (Rev.)  paragraph  6.  Groups  are  now  classified  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  major  activity  carried  on — for  example — a  retail  shop 
with  a  staff  of  four  or  five  shop  assistants  and  one  office  clerk  is 
now  classified  as  a  shop — the  major  activity.  In  previous  annual 
reports  such  a  premises  had  been  classified  as  a  shop  and  an 
office,  i.e.  two  separate  units. 

Now  that  the  Act  has  been  in  force  for  over  three  years  it 
has  been  noted  that  newly  occupied  offices  and  shops  do  not 
readily  send  in  forms  G.S.R.l  giving  particulars  of  persons  em¬ 
ployed.  Many  visits  are  made  by  Inspectors  reminding  employ¬ 
ers  of  their  obligations  under  the  Act  and  at  the  same  time  leav¬ 
ing  copies  of  forms  O.S.R.l  for  completion  and  return. 

The  total  number  of  visits  —  489  —  comprises  general  in¬ 
spections,  revisits  to  check  when  work  is  completed,  investiga¬ 
tions  of  accidents,  enquiries  relating  to  registration  and  other 
miscellaneous  visits.

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 
PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

During  1960  a  survey  of  all  the  agricultural  holdings  in  the 
Borough  was  carried  out  and  where  necessary,  occupiers  of 
holdings  without  sanitary  accommodation  were  requested  to 
make  such  provision  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act. 

No  visits  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  during 
the  year. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Nine  complaints  with  regard  to  alleged  noise  nuisances  were 
received.  In  most  cases  some  improvement  resulted  after  action 
was  taken  by  the  Department. 

THE  SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Persons  dealing  in  scrap  metal  are  required  to  register  with 
the  local  authority  and  all  dealers  are  required  to  keep  detailed 
registers  of  transactions.  Seven  dealers  are  registered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  Police  have  the  right  at  all  times 
to  enter  such  premises  and  inspect  any  of  the  records  which  the 
dealer  is  required  to  keep. 

Registration  with  the  local  authority  covers  a  period  of 
three  years. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  is  one  rag  and  bone  dealer’s  premises  in  the  Borough 
which  was  established  prior  to  the  operation  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  Three  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  the  year 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

1.  During  the  year  seven  complaints  were  received  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  smoke  nuisances.  Although  Weymouth  is  not  an 
industrial  area  and  ha.s  no  major  smoke  problems,  a  few  instal¬ 
lations  continued  to  give  occasional  trouble. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  that  the  Central  Electricity  Generating 
Board  had  indicated  that  it  was  interested  in  the  possibility  of 
providing  a  2,000  megawatt  station  within  the  Borough.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  met  the 
Town  Council  in  April,  1966  and  discussed  a  proposal  for  siting 
an  oil-fired  power  station  in  Portland  Harbour,  within  the 
Borough  boundaries.  Liaison  with  the  Central  Electricity  Gen¬ 
erating  Board  continued  during  1967  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
no  definite  decision  had  been  made  on  the  siting  of  a  power 
station  in  South  Dorset. 

2o  Volumetric  Air  Pollution  Measurement 

The  Department  has  two  volumetric  air  pollution  measure¬ 
ment  machines  sited  in  areas  which  might  be  affected  if  an  oil- 
fired  power  station  was  to  be  built  on  the  Portland  Harbour 
site.  These  continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year  and  data 
obtained  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology  for  incor¬ 
poration  in  the  national  air  pollution  tables. 

3.  During  the  year  twenty-seven  visits  were  made  to  various 
premises  in  connection  with  duties  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956. 

The  Town  Council  continued  its  membership  of  the  National 
Society  for  Clean  Air  during  the  year. 

THE  RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 

The  .above  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1965,  and 
the  Town  Council  decided  that  the  licensing  of  riding  establish¬ 
ments,  which  is  required  under  the  Act,  should  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  Act  lays  down  requirements  for  riding  establishments 
with  regard  to  accommodation,  pasture,  shelter,  food  and  drink; 
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prevention  and  control  of  spread  of  disease,  protection  from  fire, 
maintenance  of  good  health,  adequate  accommodation  for  forage, 
bedding,  stable  equipment,  etc. 

Licences  to  keep  riding  establishments  can  only  be  issued 
after  consideration  of  a  report  by  a  qualified  Veterinary  Officer 
and,  for  that  reason,  the  Town  Council  appointed  J.  F.  Hender¬ 
son,  Esq.,  M.R.C.V.S.,  and  A.  C.  J.  Wells,  Esq.,  M,A.,  Vet:MB. 
(Cantab.),  M.R.C.V.S.,  as  Veterinary  Surgeons  to  advise  them 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  made  for  licences 
to  keep  riding  establishments  and  these  were  granted  subject  to 
the  conditions  recommended  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeons. 


HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS  BYELAWS 

Byelaws  “  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of 
premises  and  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  hairdressers 
and  barbers  ”  within  the  Borough  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Corporation  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March,  1964. 

A  total  of  34  visits  were  made  to  hairdressers’  and  barbers’ 
premises  within  the  Borough  during  the  year. 


PIGEONS 

Further  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  damage  and  nuisance  caused  by  pigeons,  particularly 
in  the  town  area. 

In  September  I  made  a  special  report  to  the  Health  Commit¬ 
tee  on  this  problem  and  the  Committee  agreed  to  employ  a 
specialist  firm  to  trap  pigeons  in  the  town  area.  The  trapping 
programme  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  rodent  operator,  Mr.  S.  H.  Ellis,  was  employed  during 
the  year.  Infestations  in  private  houses  and  most  business 
premises  are  dealt  with  free  of  charge  but  on  business  premises 
where  infestation  of  rats  is  a  probable  hazard,  annual  contracts 
are  undertaken  by  the  Department.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take 
any  statutory  action  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
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Act  during  the  year.  Statistics  relating  to  the  work  carried  out

Treatment  of  the  Sewers 

Poison  treatment  of  the  sewers  is  carried  out  by  specialist 
contractors.  Three  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
—in  April,  July  and  October.  There  was  evidence  of  slight 
infestation  during  the  first  treatment  but  there  was  no  definite 
evidence  of  infestation  in  any  of  the  sewer  manholes  baited 
during  July  and  October. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  53  public  conveniences  under  the  control  of  the 
Department  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  all  were  maintained  to 
a  good  standard  throughout  the  year. 

One  maintenance  workman  is  employed  in  the  Department 
for  dealing  with  day-to-day  maintenance  and  repairs  to  buildings 
and  fittings.  Urgent  repairs  were  carried  out  with  minimum  de¬ 
lay  and,  during  the  winter  months,  time  was  devoted  to  re¬ 
decoration  of  the  buildings. 

New  Conveniences 

In  July  and  September,  the  Health  Committee  considered 
the  possibility  of  providing  additional  public  conveniences  in  the 
Borough.  It  was  decided  that  there  was  a  need  for  additional 
conveniences  in  Wyke  and  Upwey,  and  the  Borough  Engineer 
was  asked  to  investigate  suitable  sites  in  these  areas. 

Free  Hand  Washing  Facilities  at  Public  Conveniences 

The  facilities  for  free  hand-washing  in  public  conveniences 
where  attendants  are  employed  were  continued  throughout  1967. 
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This  scheme  was  started  in  1955  and  has  worked  very  success¬ 
fully.  In  view  of  the  limited  size  of  the  wash  and  brush-up 
rooms  in  conveniences  on  the  sea  front  it  was  not  possible  to 
operate  the  scheme  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and 
September. 

Small  wash  hand  basins  with  cold  water  taps  for  hand 
washing  are  provided  in  33  of  our  public  conveniences. 

Wilful  Damage 

I  regret  that  every  year  I  have  to  mention  that  wilful  damage 
in  public  conveniences  is  on  the  increase.  Unfortunately,  wilful 
damage  is  experienced  throughout  the  country  and,  although 
special  attention  is  given  to  this  problem  in  the  design  of  new 
conveniences,  very  little  can  be  done  to  our  present  buildings  to 
make  them  proof  against  determined  vandals. 

Supervision  of  Public  Conveniences 

Each  year  a  considerable  amount  of  time  is  devoted  by  the 
Department  to  the  supervision  of  public  conveniences.  During 
1967,  2,030  inspections  were  made  by  the  Health  Department 
staff. 

The  recruitment  of  staff,  particularly  seasonal  staff,  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  each  year  and  my  thanks  are  once  again 
due  to  Mrs.  E.  Thomas,  the  Supervisor  of  the  Ladies’  Conven¬ 
iences,  who  undertook  the  recruitment  of  female  staff  and  en¬ 
sured  the  efficient  and  smooth  running  of  the  service  throughout 
the  year.

GENERAL 

The  year  was  characterised  by  excesses  of  sun  and  rain  over 
the  average  but  temperature  was  below  average.  One  inch  of 
snow  was  recorded  on  9th  December.  There  were  neither  long 
cold  periods  nor  long  dry  spells. 


RAINFALL 

The  rainfall  was  2.99  above  the  average,  the  heaviest  fall 
being  1.36  inches  on  25th  September. 


SUNSHINE 

There  were  92.9  hours  more  sunshine  than  the  average 
(1770.6),  the  brightest  days  being  13th  June  and  9th  July,  when 
14.6  hours  were  recorded.
